Claims I - 1 7 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 ft2(b) as being anticipated by l£is<J ^ 
(6151874). 

In order for a reference to be an anticipatoty reference, the reference must disclose CO 
each and every element of the claimed invention. It is respectiully submitted that His does QQ 
not teach or suggest all tiie elements recited in the claims. 

fhe cited relcrcnce of Eis appears to teach a system tor tl>c control and adjustment of 
hydraulic cylinders on work attachments and assemblies of work machines^. The system 
appears lo consist of two semi-tndepcndcnt circuits (as can roughly be seen by left and right 
sides of Figs. 3-5). Tlie semi-indcpcndent circuits are fed by a single common central 
hydraulic system 40 which provides the necessary hydraulic flow to the circuits. 

Conversely, the present invention as claimed in Claim 1, utilizes "substantially 
independent left and right hand electro-hydraulic circuits, each circuit including an 
independent hydraulic pump and at least one valvc operated by electrical signals, 
interconnccling the hydraulic fluid reservoir and the respective ]efi and right hand hydraulic 
cylinders" (emphasis added)* Claim 1 as presented has been amended to include a limitation 
originally presented in CLiim 2. By using separate independent pumps to provide hydraulic 
fluid to each side of the header greater control of titc header movement can be achieved as 
described in the present invention. 

Claim 1 as presented is believed to be allowable over the cited reference as the cited

Claim 13 is believed to be allowable over the cited reference, similarly to Claims I < 

and 8^ as Claim 13 claims, in«part, ^'each circuit including an independent hydraulic pump/' 
which as previously discussed, is not taught or suggested by the cited reference. Claims 14- « 

17 depend from Claim 13 and as such are also believed to be allowable over the cited ^ 

reference for al least the same reasons as Claim 13. Withdrawal of the rejection is -5 

respectfully requested. ^
